Shutting OfT the Kiippiy h Severe Illon to 
Iron Mjiiiufncturere. 

PiTTSBURa, Oct. 29.— The order of tho 
Philadelphia Natural Qas company, 
withdrawing fuel from puddling fur* 
naces which goes into effect to-day, is % 
hard blow to the iron manufacturers. It 
is estimated that 600 furnaces will un- 
dergo enforced idleuees by the order un- 
til tney cau be prepared for the use of 
coal. It is rumored that the gas supply 
may be again furnished but the opinion 
expressed by the manufacturers is that 
unless they can secure their gas supply 
from other sources they must return to 
the use of coal permanently. Several 
manufacturers have already commenced 
to arrange their fumaoes for the use of 
coal. 

The shortage of gaa was general 

thrnughont Pittaburg and Allegheny 
yesterday. A large proportion of the 
people who use gas fires were compelled 
to burn wood or coal. In some parts of 
the city there was no gas supply. Tho 
mills and furnaces consume about two* 
fifths of the gas furnished. Whenthia 
snpi ly is cut off from the mills, the fma 
will be turned into the mains for do- 
mestic purposes, and it is believed will 
furnish a sufficient sopply for all ro* 
quirementa. 

Tbe coal operators are greatly pi t -Ma d 
over the prospect that the miU ownoia 
will return to the use of coaL The de- 
mand will lf» heavy and a rorivalof' 
business and increased prices aro 
pected.
